Whatever decision the League 
Assembly may eventually reach 
in regard to the Sino-Japancse 
dispute, there is evidence that. 


Japan-is not likely to get matters’ 


all her own way. .In Sir John 
Simon's latest utterance, it is 
possible to see’a stronger British 
attitude emerging—witness his 
‘ declaration that both sides must 
make concessions. So far, Japan 
has taken the stand that she has 
done nothing wrong, and her 
spokesmen have made it per- 
fectly clear that she intends to 
brook no outside interference. 
Mr. Matsuoka, in his speeches 
before the Assembly, has not 
deviated from that attitude. 
His latest threat is indica- 
tive of Japan’s frame of mind, 
The point thus arises as to what 
Japan will say to the indica- 
tion that she will be expected to. 
make concessions... There is a 
further development of the ut- 
most importance in the forecast 
that the Assembly may pass a 
resolution refusing to recognise 
Manchukuo. If that happens, it 
will obviously be a tacit condem- 
nation of Japan’s action in ac- 
cording recognition. -It wilt, 
indeed, be more than that.- It 
will imply- that Manchukuo fs 
what China says it is—a Japan- 
ese-created puppet State.

Tho Porsian Government's reply, 
dated December 8rd~ maintained 
that tho Persian Government was 
within its‘rights in the cancelta- 
tion of the concession and it failed 
to agree to withdraw the notifica- 
tlon of cancellation. The Persian 
Government had not refused direct 
discussions ~ with the Company, 

_ with a view to negotiating a new 
concession and tha Note declared 
that'the Persian Government did 
not regard itself as responsible for 
any damage accruing to the Com- 
pany. 

As the. British Government 
regarded this reply o8 wholly un- 
satisfactory, the Uritish Minister 
at Teheran, under instructions, to-

This Note stated that the British 
Government were unnble to admit 
validity of unilateral cancellation 
of tho.concession, .

From the outset, 
the British Government, had been

A WEEK'S NOTICE.

A new deal may be demanded 
for a number of: infringements, 
such as bids ont of turn, bids 
when barred, naming wrong sults 
when doubling, or using unrecog- 
nizod calls or declarations.

Five important changes 
been made in the scoring.

sistant commissionor of the 
Brigade, Mrs. Langley, tho secre- 
tary, Dr. Ma Luk ond Dr. M. H. 
Hoahing wore buaily.at work in 
their one storey hospital, which in- 
cidentally ta the only medical ser- 
vice in the whole island —providin, 
the poor Chincse fisher folk with all 
Necessary medical services, includ- 
ing attention in materhity, cases. 

While Mr. Aw Boon-haw was 
chatting with the medical workers 
there was one application for a bed 
fora maternity case. As the rooms 
in the hospitul were all engaged 
the, St. John Ambulance workers 
had to secure accommodation on a 
big wooden junk. ; . 

The visitor was 80 impressed 
with the Immediate need for a well- 
equipped hospital for Cheung Chau, 
that he made the suggestion to pur- 
chase some Jand from the Govern- 
ment to build one.

‘Government had not refused dircct 
discussions with the Company,

TRIP TO CANTON

| Introducing his aubject, Professor 

Brown said: \ 

Most of the papers read before this 
Institution’ of Engineers and Ship- 
builders are contributed by men who 
are engaged in the practice of onc 
or other of the many branches of en- 
gineering. Their authors, natutally 
and rightly, find their themes in their 
own dnily life. The . records they 
compile, the problema they discuss, 
the views they bring forward, the 
suggeations they have to offer, arise 
from their own every-day experience, 
And it is precisely the close relation- 

ship with profeasional practice that’ 
maker such papers of vital interest, 
and gives welght to the opinions ex- 
pressed jn them, : 

The paper, or lecture, which I have 
the honour to submit to you this 
evening is rather an exception to the 
general rule. For myself, I'am not 
now engaged in, nor have [ any close 
connexion with, practical engincering, 
and my subject, the Bennic Rallplane, 
has hardly yet reached the stage of 
established ractice, This - novel 
method of rapid trangportation is just 
emerging from the stage of invention 


and expcriment, and the interest of it 


lies ‘not in the present or the past,— 
for it has no past and very little of a 
present,—but in its potentialities for 
the future. 

_ALl modern railway work involves 
civil, mechanical, ard electrical _en- 
Rinecring. The proposed Bennie Rail- 
plane includes -all these, and adds 
some ocronautical interest, ny it uses 
air-propellera as its means of propul. 
sion. hope then that what I have 
to say, and the Jantern-pictures I have 
to show, may prove of general in- 
torest. to the considcrable varicty of 
engineers in this audience. - I have 
the initinl advantage over mont of 
you,—perhaps over: all of you,—of 
having met the inventor, Mr. George 
Hennie, (during my repeated visits 10 
Glasgow in 1931), of having discussed 
the railplane with him, or having seen 
the splehdid = working-model in his 
city Office, and inspected the full- 
scale demonstration line in running 
order, s 

Previous Talk. 


, Exactly eight months ago this even- 
ing, 1 gave an informal talk on i 
railplane to the engineering students 
at the University. I sent a news- 
paper report of it to Mr. Bennie, and 
a covering letter in which I mention- 
ed the “possibility. that Io might, tw- 
wards the end of ‘the year, be usked 
to give a similar lecture to this Ina- 
titution, With a view to this, 1 usk- 
ed him to send me as much technical 
data as he could,—facts and figures 
of all sorts relative to matcrials, 
dimensions, weight, costs, powers, re- 
cords. of performance and efficiency; 
anything and everything that might 
enable me to offer an interesting and 
instructive paper to on audience of 
technical men, and to answer intelli- 
gent questions in a satisfactory man- 
ner. ; 

Mr. Bennie acknowledged my letter, 
and promised to write later with re- 
gard to the points I had raised. Thus 
far, however, no fresh information has 
reached me, and in submitting what 
follows I-am Jargely dependent on my 
recolIections of what I heard and 
saw in Glasgow over fifteen months 
ogo. I trust however that the in- 
terest of novelty may compensate for 
any deficiencies that may bo observed 
os rogardsa technical details.

A new deal may bo demanded 
for a number of. infringements, 
such .as bids-out of turn, bids 
when barred, naming wrong suits 
when doubling, or using unrecoy- 
nized calls or declarations.

The new code adopts the prin- 
ciples used in tournament play— 
that of scoring undoubled over- 
tricks at the regular obb-trick 
valuc. For example, if you bid 
one heart and make three, you will 
score 30 below the line, but in- 
atend’ of 60 each above the line 
for the two extra tricks, you will 
now receive only 80 points ench, 
while ff it were clubs or diamonds, 
it would be 20 for cach overtrick. 


A change long awaited by con- 
tract players’ has been made in 
the undertrick penalties. These 
penalties have been completly out 
of proportion in the past, but the 
jump is now only 50 points per 
trick.
